Paley) we mean that be is happier thao 
some others with whom we compare him, 
than the generality of others; or than he 
himself, was in some other situation; thus, 
speaking of one who has just compassed | 
the object of a long pursuit. ‘Now, we 
say, he is happy; and in a like compara- 
tive sense, compared, that is, with the gen- 
eral lot of mankind, we call a man hap- 
py, who possesses health and competence. 
In strictness, any condition may be denom- 
inated happy, in which the amount, or ag- 
gregate of pleasure, exceeds that of pain.” | 
The opposite of happiness is misery, and 
this word is employed in the same relative 
sense as that. Both of these are experi- 
enced in some degree by all persons  liv- 
ing; but yet we say the man is happy, 
who is measurably free from misery. For 
what reason then does Mr. M. call the state 
of those miserable in a future state, who 
are to have more pleasure than pain? who 
are far more happy, and less miserable 
than any can be in this world, though they 
may not be so happy as they would have 
been, if inthis world they had pursued 
diligence and virtue? 

For the sake of illustration, we will 
compute happiness and misery by degrees. 
We will suppose one man to enjoy ten de- 
grees of happiness, and to experience no 
misery; another to enjoy one hundred de- 
grees of happiness, and to undergo ten de- 
grees of misery: which of these two is 
most happy? who would not prefer the 
condition of the latter? Further, who 
would even pretend the latter was misera- 
ble, should he continue in a state of the 
same ratio of happiness and misery to 
all eternity? Yet Mr. M. would have us 
suppose this to be endless misery; that if 
the soul hereafter enjov a million degrees 
| of happiness and suffer but one of pain, it 
is of course endlessly miserable. But 1 
have yet to be convinced that such a state 
is not very desirable; though less so, than 
the state of him, who has as much or more 
pleasure and no pain ft all. 

We use the words happiness and mis- 
ery in about the same relative sense that 
_we do heat and cold. But in order to
